GENERAL REMARKS. 


In presenting this report or the School Board we shall not 
discuss the merits or the failings of each teacher separately. 
Personal praise or criticism to be printed in public reports is 
not commendable practice. Several who have been employed 
were experienced in the art of teaching, and their abilities are 
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/ 
too well known to you to need comment or praise from us. 
Others who were inexperienced have met with varying success ; 
yet I believe all have labored conscientiously for the best good 
of the children committed to their charge. Although our ex- 
pectations have not been realized in each individuat case, we 
can truthfally say there has not been anything proximating a 
total failure in any school. : 

In summing up the results for the year we can congratulate 
you that the schools as a whole have been a success; and will 
compare well with preceding years. 

Owing to a confusion of ideas at our last annual school meet- 
ing in regard to the amount of money that would be needed to 
carry on the school work for the year, a very liberal appropria- 
tion was made in consequence, much more in fact than was 
necessary. We also received in addition, and which was not ex- 
pected or counted on at that time, $114.39 from the state as our 
proportion of the school fund, Sect. 6, ch. 77. Pamph. Laws, 
1899. ‘This sum together with a cash balance of $93.99 left 
over from last year, gave us with other school funds, a total of 
$1,117.65 available for the year. More than in our’ best judg- 
ment could profitably, under existing conditions, be expended 
in one school year. ‘Therefore asa part of the appropriation 
must be used for a High School, it was thought best not to in- 
crease the length of the terms of the several district schools 
above the usual ten weeks; this was done to give allan equal 
chance at the High School, as nearly all the pupils who go to 
the former can attend the latter if they choose. This plan prac- 
tically gives us thirty-two weeks of school for the year. 

Text books—The Raub Grammars, which have been in our 
schools many years and become much worn and mutilated, have 
been exchanged for new Whitney & Lockwood’s Grammars. 
Also a good serviceable globe has been purchased for each 
school, and fills a long felt want. ‘The most pressing need now 
is U. 8. Histories, those in use are badly worn and out of date 
and should be discarded and replaced with new up to date books. 

Two school houses have been shingled throughout the past 
season. ‘There are others that will need your attention the 


20 
coming year, paint, paper and whitewash should be used on the 
interior of several. 
THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The present term began Dec. 5, 1899, and will close the last 
of the present month, Mr. Harold D. King, of Farmington, 
Me., Principal, with Miss Lucy E. Benway assistant. Mr. King 
is a student of Dartmouth College ; he came here well recom- 
mended by Dr. Tucker, of Dartmouth, and brought with him 
both experience in teaching ancl fine scholarship and the school 
can be pronounced a success. 

Although the personnel of this school has changed very much 
in the past three years, the number of town pupils in attendance 
remains about the same as we have had in the preceeding terms. 
It is a matter of regret that not all the boys and girls in town | 
who are eligible to this school are in attendance. The gain in 
useful knowledge which undoubtedly they would receive may 
never be gained. ‘Time is fleeting and these privileges which -° 
have been put before the youth of Lempster may never come 
again. se 

Thanking the friends of education for their co-operation and 
for their charity and consideration, we submit our annual re- 
port.
